General 
Er shine had made the point before the U. S. Intelligence Roere 
tee first two paragraphs of tee proposed directive should cover She 
broad field of intelligence and tee third paragraph would be dir* ted 
to tee more limited field of sensitive intelligence. The us* &£ & * 
term "classified Intelligence" will best suit this purpose, i hav 
coordinated this one change with General Erskin* and he opprev §, 

4. In paragraph (4) of tee proposed directive there has fcaen 
deleted from tee first sentence tee reference ‘fha provided in para- 
graph 5 of NSCID #1 and In L 5IB-D-f . 2/1 of October 2 , I95S} *. 

Only tee U6IB member addressees would have available those 
documents for reference. As stated at tew laet USXB meeting th* 
aon-USIB addressees would probably seek copies of these references. 
It is not felt teat the above deletion weakens tee force of the proyostM 
directive. Bote DD/l and DD/P have indicated teat the non-USl! 
addressees should receive this proposed directive since they are 
recipients of intelligence Information. 

We are endaavori ng to have the definition of atauitiva 
intelligence together with the Implementing instructions reedy 
Beard consideration neat Tuesday.
